tions. Befides, an habitual Doubt 
will beget an habitual Referve, and 
that Referve, will in the End,make 
us Savages ; by driving us intoSoli- 
tude, and making our own III-Na- 
ture our only Company. So that 
upen the Whole it may coft us as 
dear to guard apis every Man as 
a Foe, as indifcriminately to treat
